HRltlt »re faking n serious toll of 
grain crop* In York County/* 
AgrHiltitrnl Representative W. 
M. Cockliurn said this week. 
"Infestation from loose smut 
across the county hfls ranged as 
high as 26 percent. Rust infesta- 
tion is very serious." 

Experimental planting carried 
out nt different parts of the 
county have shown a new var- 
iety of Willi, No. 001, has stood 
lip t>est against rust infestation, 
lids finding has been demon- 
strated nod discussed nt a series 
of farthers' nu'otings held 
throughout the county under tlip 
sponsorship of the agricultural 
office In co-operation with the 
York County Crop Improvement 
Association. 

Thirty fanners met at the 
farm of Albert Weir nt Virginia 
last Thursday to sec the results 
of experimental planting nnd 
witness demonstrations on infes- 
tation control. Similar meetings 
were held at the farm of George 
Smith, take Wilcox, the pre- 
vious Tuesday when 25 attended, 
and at the farm of Mr. Cameron, 
Woodhridge, the day after, when 
there was an attendance of 50 
farmers. 

At each of the three farms 
mentioned, as well as the fann 
of Chiis. Haines, It. R. 2. New- 
market, there arv six demonstra- 
tion plots, each having a differ- 
ent variety of oats for testing 
against rust Infestation. Variety 
No, <J01 was reported as showing 
the best resistance against rust, 
Beaton showed very well as did 
a variety from the U.S.A. by 
the name of Vtcland.

Within a few short minutes 
following the announcement that 
Japan had surrendered, Main St. 

was crowded with citizens who, 
hearing the radio broadcast or 
the factory whistles, left their 
homes to join in .the celebrations: 
Cars raced up and down the 
streets, boms blaring loudly. 
Factory whistles and sirens vied 
with church bells and the old 
curfew bell. There was singing 
and shouting and laughter as 
men slapped each other on the 
back and women called to their 
neighbors. 

The boys of the town were out 
in full force. Those without 
bicycles ran up and down the 
sidewalks pelting their luckier 
fellows with rotten fruit. A 
post-surrender battle with fruit 
for ammunition was fought at the 
corner of Main and Timothy Sts. 
with little concern for the by- 
standers. 

Soldiers tramped the streets 
singing at the top of their lungs. 
Waste paper cascaded from the 
rooms of stores. Boxes and "no 
parking" signs littered the street 
with no other effect on the rac- 
ing cars than to increase the 
noise. Above the din of the 
merrymakers, organ music from 
the spire of the Christian church 
could be heard. 

Through the shouting, gesticu- 



lating crowd, a soldier made his 
way to the open door of a 
church. He went inside and 
kneeled in prayer. There was 
little else in the way of religious 
observance of the event on Main 
St. 

At p.m., a sudden rain forced 

crowds to shelter but as the rain 

dwindled the crowds Bothered 

ogain. The fire engine Joined 
the parade of cars, its siren goinf 
full blast. 

.At 11 p.m., a huge stack of 
crates and other odds and end« 
of kindling which had bee* 
placed in Ihe centre of Main St 
at Botsford St. was set afire. 
Twenty minutes later, with the 
fire at its height, a fire alarm 
was turned in. Just at the scene 
of the fire, the fire engine col* 
lided with one of the cars which 
had been racing up and down 
the street. The car was bndiy 
wrecked but the engine suffered 
little damage. The five occu- 
pants of the car, three girls and 
two boys, were shaken up hut 
otherwise unhurt. The fire was 
put out to the accompaniment of 
a mixture of cheers and Jeers 
from the crowd. 

Following the fire, the excite- 
ment died down by 1 a.m., Main 
St was deserted except for a 
car and trailer picking its way 
down the street on a homeward 
Journey from the lake.

ON V-J DAY 

The surrender of Japan was announced at 7 
p.m., Tuesday, Aug. 14. With the announcement, 
the most devastating war in the history of the 
world has come to an end. 

The announcement brought happy crowds Into 
the streets amid a blare of horns and whistles, 
shouts and singing. The celebrations lasted far 
Jnto the night. It is not, however, in the noise 
and laughter that the significance of victory is 
found.

war must never again desecrate the earth. 

It will not do to turn now to our own affairs to 
the exclusion of other nations as was done after 
the last war. We must continue the alliances of

: ante* that the United Nations will continue as an 
v. entity is for every man, woman and child to de- 
termine this be done. The councils of our nation 
will heed such determination if ft is voiced by 

all its citizens. 

'5ie tremendous destructive power, climaxed 
*by fhe atomic bomb, which we have learned to 
,use in war must be reconciled to the ways of 
peace. We must readapt our economy, disarm 
otrr foes, and propagate the tenents of order and 
justice on which democracy is founded in all 
parts of the world. More than that, we must as 
individuals look to the future with the sure con- 
viction that if we desire it enough, a lasting peace 
snay be had. ....

THE RIGHT TO WORK 



(Toronto Saturday Night) 
If an employee cannot be dismissed without 
reason by his employer— and that is one of the 
principles which seem to have been established 
during the war and to be likely to survive it- 
it stems to follow quite logically that he cannot 
foe dismissed without cause by the organized 
union of his fellow workers. A union is no more 
exempt from the possibility of injustice than an 
employer. 
.Recently a trade union which, by stopping 
'•wofk long enough and on an extensive, enough 
scale, could practically starve the entire Cana- 
. dian people, claimed the right to drive from his 
employment a fellow .worker of whom they dis- 
. approved. They backed their claim by going on 
: strike in a manner expressly prohibited by their 
: agreement with the employer, and also by the 
Taw; and it is interesting to note that on this 
occasion the union authorities, differing from 
most of those who have been heard from lately, 
did not claim that the strike was a wildcat one 
and that they were unable to control their own 

member?.

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CANADA'S WAR CASUALTIES 

(From The Oriltfe Packet and Times) 
The latest casually list, up to May 31, makes 
the total manpower loss of the British Empire 
just over a million, one hundred thousand. Of 
these 336,773 were killed. 408,383 were wounded, 
nearly 100,000 were missing, and the remainder 
were prisoners of war, most of whom, it is pre- 
sumed, will be released. 

Among the nations of the Commonwealth, New 
Zealand has been the heaviest sufferer, with 
9,844 dead, 2,201 missing and 19,253 wounded out 
of a population of about a million and a half. 
. The little dominion has kept divisions on the 
fighting fronts throughout the war, and also con- 
tributed heavily to the Royal Air Force. The 
United Kingdom comes next on the list, in pro- 
portion to population, with 233,042 killed, 57,472 
missing and 275,975 wounded. These figures 
should be the final answer to the enemy slander 
that the British were leaving other parts of the 
Commonwealth and Empire to do the heavy 
fighting. 

Canada's Josses in this war have been much 
lighter than they were in the Great War— 36,018 
killed and 2,80$ missing, as against nearly 60,000 
in the Great War; and 53,073 wounded. In all 
figures, except those for India, the small number 
of wounded in comparison to the killed is notice- 
able. It used to be considered that at least three 
times as many would be wounded as killed. The 
fact that, unil the war was nearly half over, the 
Canadians were held as part of the garrison of 
Great Britain accounts, in part, for the lower 
losses; but Canadian air force casualties were 
heavy. In proportion to population Canada's 
losses were less than half those of New Zealand, 
and slightly below those of Australia, which has 
suffered 24,415 deaths, with 6,519 missing and 
37,477 wounded; but larger than those of South 
Africa, with 6.417 killed, 1,980 missing and 13,- 
773 wounded. The Australians are still heavily 
engaged in the Pacific war, and their losses have 
probably increased considerably in the past two 

months. 

Latest returns place the casualties suffered by 
the United States at 1,058,942, including prisoners 
of war. This represents very much higher losses 
than in the Great War, when the Americans 
killed did not much exceed that of Canada. This 
time, however, the United Slates provided the 
largest part of the Allied force on the Western 
front, besides taking the heavy end in the Pacific. 
The British Burmese campaign, however, was a 
major operation, and accounted for a large pro- 
portion of the losses sustained by India, which 
up to May 31 had amounted to 23,295 killed, 12,- 
264 missing and 62,084 wounded. 

The total number of Empire dead (330,773) is, 
however, small, compared with the tremendous 
losses suffered by the Hussions and Germans. 
Russian figures are not available, but official 
documents discovered in Germany place the 
enemy's killed, up to the end of lost November, 
at 1,911,300, with nearly another half million 
missing. To these enormous figures will have 
to be added the terrific losses sustained in the 
campaigns on the Eastern and Western fronts 
which brought about the final collapse and over- 
throw of Germany.

Larry Molyneaux bested 
Keith Nisbet five up and four to 
play and in the most gruelling 
battle of the day played through 
heavy rain. Herb Cain edged 
out Hugh McRae, two up and 
one to play. Dr. G. W. Williams 
and Eddie Chatterley are in the 
fourth bracket and the winner 
will go into the semi-final round 
with Cain, Molyneaux and 

Boaks. 

The event, which won the club

England, LAC Cecil Stephens, 

eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. D. E. 

Stephens, Yonge St, surprised 

his parents last weekend by ar- 
riving home in an R.C.A.F. uni- 
form. 

Just turned 21, LAC Stephens 
felt he would like to see the 
world and left home to work in 
Montreal. Then he worked his 
way to England on a cattle boat, 
and toured most of the country 
before he went to work with the 
British Power Boat Co., owned 
by the famous racing driver, 

Scott Payne. He became a me- 
chanic, and met his future bride. 
Miss Louise Cousten, an. English 
girl who had resided for* some 
years in London, Ont., but who 
had returned overseas with her 
parents. They were married in 
October, 1939, and now have a 
family of three, two boys, Law- 
rence and Trevor, and one 
daughter, Patricia, born a fort- 
night before her father left 

England. 

LAC and Mrs. Stephens went 
through the bombing of South- 
ampton with what LAC Ste- 
phens calls "luck" for they only 
lost the windows in their home 
when many of their neighbors 
had their homes razed to the 
ground. When his brother, Har- 
old, enlisted in the R.C.A.F. in 
Canada, Cecil made up his mind 
to do likewise, but was frdzen in 
his war work. When his young- 
est brother, Bob, joined the 
army, he was successful 'In being 
accepted for air crew by the 



Royal Air Force in 1943. Be- 
cause one brother was overseas, 
and another brother due to go 
over with the army, LAC Ste- 
phens figured his parents had 
enough to worry about so he 
pledged his brothers not to re- 
veal his secret, as well as Au- 
rora boys like Ed. Dudley, AIL 
Cooper, Tom Rank, and others 
whom he met overseas. How 
well his secret was kept may be 

seen in that Firemen Rank and 
Dailey and FO Harold Stephens 
have all been home from over- 
seas but did not tell Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephens. 

Because of his mechanic's ex- 
perience, his air crew training 
was hindered as demands came 
from ground crew, so LAC Ste- 
phens tried to transfer to the 
R.C.A.F., making the grade just 
before V-E Day. "It was a 
tough Job getting into your own 
country's service, but I finally 
made it," he said. 

Home now on 30 days leave 
and then back overseas for occu- 
pation duty, LAC Stephens ex- 
pects to eventually return to 
Canada with his wife and family. 
He wears a jaunty moustache 
now, speaks with a crisp English 
accent, has an English vocabu- 
lary, but still thinks Canadian. 
He saw quite a few changes in 
Aurora after nine years, but re- 
membered every inch of the 
town. He is meeting his sister- 
in-law for the first time and bis 
only regrets are that his family 
and his brother, Tpi\ Bob Ste- 
phens, now in Germany, are not 
here.

Many attended the three ser- 
vices held in the Aurora United 
church between 7.15 and 8.15 by 
the Rev. Roy Hicks, to give 
solemn thanks, to pray silently 
and sing the old familiar hymns. 
Others uttered silent prayers in 
their own homes. 

The town fire truck, with 
youngsters aboard, toured the 
streets, and cars and trucks fol- 
lowed suit to form a parade. 
Hastily a platform was erected 
in front of the post office, and 
the Aurora Citizens band played 
for dancing on Yonge St Quite 
a few people motored to neigh- 
boring Newmarket, Bradford and 
Richmond HU1 to see what was 
happening and take in whatever 
fun was available. Veterans of 
the last war, and citizens and 
children seemed to be doing 
more spontaneous celebrating 
than did service men in uniform, 
including those back from over- 
seas. It was not until around 11 
p.m. the celebrations downtown 
broke up, and then radios were 
heard late in houses as reports of 
world-wide celebrations poured 
in over the ether waves. 

Mayor Ross Linton, early 
Tuesday, proclaimed Wednesday 
a public holiday if peace was de- 
clared on Tuesday. On Wednes- 
day ill places of business wera 
closed including restaurants and 
drug stores. Travellers anc} 
some members of the Aurora 
R.C.O.Ci Depot found themselves 
literally "starving."

A public service of thanksgiv- 
ing was held in Trinity Anglican 
church at 11 a.m, with Rev.

In the evening a "street party* 
was held on Yonge St. by local 
citizens, with informal arrange- 
ments prevailing. Ken RcWft 
Fire-Fighters provided the muak 
for dancing. 

"A special civic service of 

some sort wil likely be held 
soon," Mayor Ross Linton said 
"Council met on Wednesday 
morning, but some member* 
were away and there was quite a 
bit of diversified opinion about 
it. It was felt that next Sunday 
would be too soon to property 
acquaint the public. An an- 
nouncement will be made short- 
ly." 

Two Whitchurch township 
families were more especially 
concerned with the announces 
ment of peace for it meant tha 
release of loved ones, prisoners 
of the Japanese since the fall of 
Hong Kong and their early re- 
turn to Canada.

A tax rate of 7.0 mills, which 
will he reduced one mill to 6.9 
by the provincial government 
subsidy, was struck at the meet- 
ing of Whitchurch cotincil on 
Aug. 11. Since the rate points 
downward for most taxpayers 
the members of council express- 
ed the feeling that the over-all 
tax picture would be regarded as 
satisfactory. t 

Every school section in the 
township shows' reduced school 
taxes with the single exception 
of Bothosda where the rate is 
three-tenths of a mill higher. 
Shrubmount section, which caus- 
ed excitement last year because 
of a sharp advance to 21 mills, 
dropped back this year to 13, 
while the average reduction is 
one to two mills over the various 
sections. 

The general tax rate last year 
was 8.5 mills, but, with the pro- 
vincial.* government absorbing 
two mills, the net rate was 6.5 
to the tuxpayer. This year the 
general rate was struck at 7.9 
mills, of which the go\„rnmcnt 
will pay one mill, leaving a net 
rate of 6,9 or three-tenths of a 
mill higher than 1944. Second- 
ary education costs advanced 
four-tenths of n mill. Tills could 
be accounted for by reason of 
more high school students in the 
township. 

Tho fire area in Whitchurch 
township will be assessed* three- 
tenths of a mill on th?lr tax bills 
this year to raise a sum that will 
reimburse tho Aurora Fire De- 
partment for fighting fires in the 
so-called fire area which covers 
all the west side of the township 
from Yonge street to the west 
side of the township from Yongo 
street to the west side of the 
sixth concession. 

The council received a report
